In this case the “author” is too modest to take the bow, 
so it devolves upon the column to tell you that the campaign 
marks the appearance of the J. Stirling Getchell advertising 
agency into the De Soto picture. This first bit of copy ‘is 
built around Floyd Gibbons, famous “headline hunter,” who 
broadcasts to you, hinting at the show surprises De Soto has 
prepared. Next week Cartoonist (Believe It or Not) Ripley 
continues along the same line. The third week James Mont- 
gomery Flagg gives you his artistic slant on De Soto. Big 
stuff from big people, all of it.

“Every one benefits from the work 
of government, and for this reason 
the expenses incident to its opera- 
tions should be shared in an equit- 
able manner by all income—indi- 
vidual and business,” the industry's 
representative said, 

“Attempts were made at the hear- 
ings held by State Senator Mastick’s 
committee to justify increases in 
fuel and license taxes on the ground 
that expenditures on state and 
county roads and city streets this 
year will be three times the tax 
revenue from motorists which will 
exceed $76,000,000 for the same pe- 
riod,” said Mr. Reeves, adding that 
“this argument is entirely unten- 
able. All forms of commeice and 
industry, property owners—in fact— 
every one derives some benefit from 
highways for which they should be 
expected to pay a share of the costs 
along with the owners of motor 
vehicles. 

“Excellent proof of the advantages 
to a community or region traceable 
to good roads is found right here in 
Westchester county.” 

Turning his attention to the pro- 
posals for a Federal excise tax on 
automobiles, trucks and accessories. 
Mr. Reeves said that the effect of 
this tax if passed would be to in- 
crease the cost of a new car to a 
purchaser from $25 to several hun- 
dred dollars. 

“Even under normal conditions, 
the motor industry would oppose 
this measure because we would con- 
sider it a ‘stigma tax’ tax,” Mr. 
Reeves said .“It is advanced under 
the untenable and archaic theory 
that the motor vehicle is a luxury 
item when, as a matter of fact, noth- 
ing could be further from the truth. 

“The motor vehicle is a necessary 
instrument of transportation upon 
which all lines of commercial and 
industrial activity have come to de- 
pend,” he asserted. 

Additional arguments cited by. the 
speaker against the imposition of 
additional motor vehicle taxes were:

Waukesha Will Introduce 
Diesels at Road Show 





AUKESHA MOTOR COMPANY 


will exhibit in space 200 at al 
twenty-ninth annual convention and | 
road show to be held at the Munici- 
pal Airport at Detroit; Mich., next 
January, and thus maintain a con- 
tinous record for display at this 
convention over a period of more 
than ten years. 

In their exhibit this year there 
will be examples of the advance 
that has been made by this pro- 
gressive firm during the past year, 
several of the units displayed being 
absolutely new to the contracting 
and engineering field. 

Diesels predominate. The Wau- 
kesha six-cylinder diesel, of 180-200 
horse power, will be shown to the 
public for the first time. It is a 
734 by 842 engine and follows the es- 
sential features of the four-cylinder 
diesel that was shown at the road 
show a year ago. It is a four-cycle, 
solid injection unit, with Bosch in- 
jection pump and fuel system, a 
special compressed-air starting sys- 
tem and. the Waukesha ell head. 
high turbulence combustion cham- 
ber, Since engines of this type 
must be started by mechanical 
means, the gasoline auxjiary start- 
ing system that was shOwn on the 
four-cylinder engine last year is of 
no practical advantage and is omit- 
ted. This engine is complete with 
fuel, air and lubrication filters-and 
ali necessary attachments for plac- 
ing it in immediate operation. 

In addition to this, two special 
six-cylinder engines, popular in the 
industrial field, will be shown with 
improvements that add greatly .to 
the performance, both as to output 
and economy. These three engines 
will be shown in special settings 
which will bring out the details that 
are of vital interest. 














Of interest to the contractor who 
operates many engines, both large 
and small, and has been standardiz- 
ing completely on Waukesha en- 
gines, there will be shown a new 
power unit in the 10-20-horse power 
range, which completes the Wau- 
kesha line for the smaller industrial 
operations. This engine will be ex- 
hibited with inclosing house and 
power take-off. Two sizes are avail- 
able, both four cylinders, one 3 by 4 
inches and the other 314 by 4 inches.

Toledo Adds Industrial 


Weight 


The Toledo Scale Company is an- 
nouncing a new automatic scale 
which prints the weights clearly and 
indelibly on an inserted ticket. 

This scale gives automobile manu- 
facturers evergwhere the same posi- 
tive protection of weight figures that 
adding machines and check protect- 
ors give to dollars and cents figures. 
The protection of printed figures on 
weights is really more vital to the 
automotive industry than the same 
protection on dollars and cents fig- 
ures, because the figures which un- 
deriie all dollars and cents compu- 
tations are those of weights, and it 
can be ‘easily seen that any error in 
original and basic weight figures is 
simply promoted when carried into 
dollars and cents figures. 

This new Toledo printweigh scale 
operates instantaneously, and hence 
contributes that very vital factor of 
speed, which is so important. The 
operation of this new printweigh 
scale may be briefly described as 
follows: 

A ticket large enough to accom- 
modate twenty weight figures is in- 
serted in a slot in the back of the 
round dial. When the weight is 
placed ‘on the platform the auto- 
matic indicator comes to rest ac- 
cording to common practice. This 
indicator can be ready by the oper- 
ator from the back of the scale, 
where he has inserted a _ ticket. 
When this indicator stops at the 
correct weight the operator touches 
a button, which, in one-tenth of a 
second, prints the weight of the 
commodity on the ticket. 

The fundamental invention which 
makes this the first printing scale 
practical for use in industry is the 
revolutionary design of the actual 
printing mechanism. The new de- 
sign overcomes three hitherto in- 
surmountable obstacles which have 
confined earlier printing scales to 
fields where requirements of pre- 
cision and infallibility were not ex- 


acting. ‘These obstacles were (1) 
weight of the heavy type wheel, 
which . prevented it from moving 


‘promptly: to correct recording posi- 
tion and caused friction and wear

at its bearings; (2) the shock to the 
mechanism caused by the blow of a 
printing hammer against the type 
wheel, and (3) the out-of-balance 
condition resulting from the accu- 
mulation of ink on tHe part of the 
type wheel which happened to be 
used the most. These difficulties 
are solved by making the printing 
wheel a thin, light, flexible disc 
and causing the disc, the paper and 
the inked ribbon to be squeezed be- 
tween two platers, with the paper 
between the ribbon and -the disc. 
With this arrangement the disc is 
stopped easily and quickly in cor- 
rect position, no blow is transmit- 
ted to the mechanism, and no ink 
is deposited on the type. It must 
be borne in mind that this print- 
ing operation takes a much shorter 
time to perform than it does to 
describe.
